as was built last year, the best on record. Trans 
portation of materials, demand for materials, 
demand for labor, etc., would interfere with all nor- 
mal business and would put the state into direct 
competition with all sorts of building and industry. 
Probably it would be a physical impossibility. Cer- 
tainly it would be an economic error. 

We can complete the 4,800 mile hard road pro 
gtam probably in five years without any new bond 
issue whatever. We might, but probably. could not, 
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iasue. There is absolutely no excuse for a $100,000,- 
000 bond authorization. We believe the taxpayers 
of this state aré weary of hearing Gov. Small de- 
mand it. Certainly they do not-approve of the 
governor using state employés to spread his propa- 


ganda. 


A FEDERAL RESERVOIR OF 


JOBS. re 

Representative Martin B. Madden, chairman of 
the house committee on appropriations, has de- 
clared himself as opposed to any public building 
construction program until the present private 
building boom slackens. We believe his’ position 
is well taken. It is in line with the theory of a 
reservoir of jobs which Tas TRIBUNE has long ad- 
vocated. It also should mean economy in govern- 
mental expenditure. 

Mr. Madden makes three chief points in support 
of his position: “1. It would prevent competition 
with the home builders which such a program en- 
tered upon at this time would entail. 2. It would 
give the government the buildings needed at a more 
moderate cost. 3. It would find employment for 
those engaged in the building industry at a time 
when employment is most needed and ‘create a 
stabilizing influence in the labor market.” 

Those are sound advantages. Their truth is ob 
vious. We need a reservoir of jobs. Present pros- 
perity will not alway be with us. It will fluctuate 
in the future as it has in the past. When it 
slackens workers will be thrown out of jobs, their 
purchasing power will be reduced, lack of demand 
will reduce labor in other lines, and our entire in- 
dustrial and economic life will be more or less de- 
pressed. In such a period it is obvious that labor 
for great public works can be had more cheaply 
than in a period of labor shortage The government 
will not be bidding against private employers. The 
workers who are employed on public works and 
those engaged in the manufacture and transpor- 


purchasing power and help to prevent a slump in 
the industries which they patronize. Those are all 
important advantages, which could be attributed 
directly to such a government reservoir of jobs. 
Incidentally, in a period of general prosperity the 
taxpayers through the government can better af- 
ford to pay rental on buildings necessary for gov- 
ernment work than in a period of depression. 
may not want to pay such rentals if avoidabie, but 
wecan. The government should be more than com- 
pensated by the reduction in building costs in time 
of depression. The whole idea appears economical- 
ly sound. 
It may even form the inspiration of a somewhat 
similar arrangement of reservoirs of jobs in private 
enterprise. If it can do-that it will be doubly val- 
uable. 


BACKWARD BROOKHART. 


Senator Brookhart,-the-undismayed and: undis- 
turbed radical from Iowa, who says that Washing- 
ton life has. not subdued him at all; is a‘ cham- 
pion rifle shot. He ts a pacifist, with a record 
of enlisting three times when his country needed 
soldiers: That’s to his credit. His service in 
the last war was that of a teacher of rifle shooting, 
The rifle is an antiquated weapon. Its chief use 
is to carry a bayonet. Modern weapons are ma- 
chine guns, high explosives, gas, bombs from air- 
planes, 75s, etc. The expert rifieman belonged 
to the days of King’s Mountain and the days of 
Andrew Jackson at New Orleans. 

It is significant that in a day of modern warfare 
Senator Brookhart is an exponent of rifle prac- 
tice. It is an index to his habit and thought and 
temperament. It is all of the days of Andrew 
Jackson. 

Mr. Brookhart is not a radical in the sense of 
being an innovator. He is not a progressive. He 
fs an old fogy. He is a reactionary and doesn't 
know it. He mistakes the ambiguities and misty 
generalities of his thought for constructive ideas of 
progress. His thought is merely that of a man 
who does not know the age in which he is living. 
He does not know that since Andrew Jackson 
won the battle of New Orleans with rifles the 
country has progressed in necessarily changing 
economic and social! forms. 

He is traveling backward, not forward. His 
ideas are obsolete. They are the ideas of several 
generations back. If he successfully applied them 
he would send.the country back several genera- 
tions. It would be distanced by competitors just 
as it would be defeated in war if it went to war 
armed only with Mr. Brookhart’s favdrite weapon.

ince, Dut it has not been possible for 
him to do much in the way of health 
work among the people in this remote 
region. A poem.runs: “ Neither the 
law of God nor man rung north of 63.”

The people visited by Seymour, accom- 
panied by Spalding, live well beyond 
*53."" In so far as the ordinary laws 
are concerned, the people are obedient. 
xcept for killing game out of season, 
they obey the laws of the land as well 
as any one, or at least so much of them 
as applies to people living isolated lives 
far from great centers of population. 
So far as the laws of health are 
concerned, that is another question. In 
these matters, they-are willing enough 
to do when they know what to do 
and the opportunities become available. 
In one settlement they found an epi- 
demic of typhoid fever. The health of- 
ficers were able to trace it to a family 
across the | lake. When they rowed 
across they found every membéef of this 
family was down with typhoid, or had 
recently recotered from it. They stopped 
the disease for the next three years 
by vaccinating -éverybody agafnst 
typhoid. _They had.no difficulty in se- 
curing consents. In fact, everybody, 
not only in the settlement, but in the 
vicinity, who heard of the opportunity

Gotham Reserve BankShipe 
$2,500,000 Gold to France 


New York, March 13.—Withdrawal of 
$2,500,000 in gold from the federal reserve 
bank for shipment to France was an- 
nounced tonight by the International Ac- 
ceptance corporation. The shipment was 
described as a “commercial transaction 
for the account of foreign correspond- 
ents,” the purpose of the shipment being 
withheld. This is the first large ship- 
ment to continental Europe in several 
weeks, the last one having been reshipped 
to Switzerland. Several million dollars 
have been withdrawn since the first of 
the year, however, for shipment to India, 
where the metal has been in demand for 
commercial purposes such as the manu- 
facture of jewelry.
